There can be no doubt of the fact 
that among the celebrated trotters 
that have reflected credit upon the 
Ameriean turf the little Texas pony 
Crockett may be set down as a coming 
animal. His best efforts are as yet 
unknown ‘to the sporting craft, and 
excepting the exhibition he has made 
of his speed at Dallas and at Austin 
he may be set down as an obscurity. 
There is a history connected with him 
which, considered with the hopes his 
admirers have of his future, it is be- 
lieved will be read with pleasure by 
those who thhave seen him move, and, 
better still, hold his own alongside of 
some of tlie fastest trotters in the 
West. Some two years ago Crockett 
was brought to Galveston by Messrs. 
Burnett & Kilpatrick, who knew 
nothing of his qualities, and who were 
in ignorance of the fact that he was 
destined at. this time to stand as the 
chayspion. of the Texas turf Mr. 
Drennan traded for him, giving for 
him a shddie horse for which he paid 
$40. Pri: r-to this change in his oi - 
ers Crockett had been used as a dray 
horse, and was worked every day to a 
cait, hauling sand to this city. He 
had no gaits except a pace, which was 
his natural: gait, and to forget which 
and adopt thefew step, which prom- 
ises to lead’ him to national distinel 
tion, he was subjected to an orde:x- 
that tricd po less the patience of his 
trainer than the mettie of his own 
bottom. Mr. Drennan placed him in 
the hands of Robert Fieming, an ex- 
perieuceed horseman, with instruc.

‘Under this head. it 1s refreshing to 
hear the Corson Tribune: 

In the“first place there is the Reno 
State Prison swindle. An appropria 
tion will be asked for its completion, 
when there is no more reason for re- 
moving the prison thither than to the 
Sandwich Islands. It is an iniquitous 
scheme gotten up two years ago for 
the purpose of manufacturing Demo- 
cratic votes, and is a most lamentable 
failure in every respect.

Those Indian War Claims. 


In regard to our request for informa- 
tion in respect to the above claims, 
the Enterprise answers us in kind, but 
does not seem to take that delight in 
the minutiae that we had wished. We 
have made some inquiries in regard to 
the matter,.and learn that, agcording 
to general belief, these claims have 
been bought up by certain parties of 

speculative minds, who hope with 
legislative assistance, to wipe away the

Winter, will 
have more effect upon the State Treas- 
ury than did Cleveland’s army during 
the war, and hence caution our legis- 
lators to call for scars and items before 
unlocking the vault. 


Order of Union and Confed- 
erate Veterans. | 


We are requested to translate the 
Latin motto with which the invitation 
of the reunion of Federal and Confed- 
erate veterans in Nevada, to which we 
alluded yesterday, was prefaced: 


“Quam mare conjuncti 
Quam fluctus diversi.” 


It may be thus rendered: “We are 
joined—as the sea; we are divided—as 
the waves.” Perhapseven this needs 
interpretation. The meaning intended
